More Cattle on Feed. 


An increase of 20,000 head of cattle on 
feed in eastern Pennsylvania and report of 
the Lancaster office of the Bureau of Mark- 
ets, Pennsylvania Department of Agricul- 
ture. There are estimated to be 125,000 head 
of feeders on farms in the eighteen counties 
in this district as compared with 105,000 in 
1924. Almost one-third of this number are 
on the farms of Lancaster County, the esti- 
mate of 39,500 head being 4,500 more than 
in 1924. Many farmers who stayed out of 
the cattle feeding business the past two sea- 
sons have returned and purchased their us- 
ual quantity, and, in addition, a number of 
new buyers of feeder stock have entered the 
Lancaster market. 

There has been a noticeable improve- 
ment in the quality of feeders purchased 
during the fall months with a strong leaning 
towards Canadian stock of the better grade. 
This has been caused by the preference of 
buyers for northern cattle and also by the 
fact that the quality of animals received 
from Canadian points has been much im- 
proved over preceding years. Prices paid 
for feeders have been from $1.00 to $1.75 
per ewt. higher this season than last year, so 
that the returns to Canadian shippers have 
been much more satisfactory. 

During 1923 and 1924 the tendency to 
purchase animals of plain quality and light 


weight resulted in a decrease of fully 40 per 
cent in the estimated gross weight of cattle 
on feed in this district. It is expected that 
the gross weight this season will increase 
from 30 per cent to 40 per cent over previous 
years or approximately the same as in 1922.

And Now How About the Cow Business? 


By Will C. Barnes, in The Producer, Denver, Colorado. 


where they feed from 20,000 to 50,000 steers and cattle every win- 
ter on their vast hay ranches, I found almost a feverish activity 
among cattle-feeders. There men mostly clean up their cattle every 
spring; then spend a busy summer fighting mosquitoes and putting 
up hay. In the fall they fare forth with a pocket full of coin, and 
buy more steers to eat the hay. It is a vast industry in that section, 
and well worth a story some day. 

This last fall they found cattle scarcer and prices much higher. 
To fill their feed-yards, they were forced to import a good many 
steers from adjacent Canadian ranges, paying the high import du- 
ties, which are 2 cents per pound on cattle weighing over 1,050 
pounds and 1% cents on those under that weight. Most of those I 
saw weighed about 800 pounds—a duty of $12 per head. They were 
all delivered “duty paid.” 

Every steer-buyer I met in the range country this summer ad- 
mitted that cattle were scarce, and prices advancing steadily. That 
this holds good all over the West is an indisputable fact; nor does 
one have to go far for a good explanation of the scarcity. Short 
calf crops for several years past will cover it to a nicety.

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| Just a Farmer’s Cow 


{ 


The Aberdeen-Angus cow is just a farm- 
er’s cow, that’s all. She is able to make 
good any place that she is hitched. She may 
not give as many pounds of milk in a given 
time as will the high-class dairy cow, never- 
theless she will give her share of the good 
rich stuff called butterfat—the thing that 
calls for cash. And, when her days of use- 
fulness are finished in this capacity she will 
turn to good advantage at the feed bunk, 
where she will yield a sufficient return to 
make a replacement with a younger cow 
and more than likely show a small profit be- 
sides. Oh, she’s black and she’s wild and 
she’s anything but a ladylike individual. 
But just the same she will take her place in 
any herd and be just as gentle as any of the 
rest of the gang under the same treatment 
and she will milk more pounds of butterfat 
from less pounds of milk than most any oth- 
er regular farm beast. 

What’s the advantage of pulling away un- 
til a ton of milk has been piled up when 
practically the same amount of butterfat 
can be realized from 1300 pounds of milk? 
Does it cost anything in time or labor to 
get this extra 700 pounds of milk. And 
again, which will find its way through the 
cream separator the quicker, 1300 pounds or 
a ton? 

What’s all this noise about? Just to set 
some of the good folks who wonder if an 
Aberdeen-Angus cow will properly nourish 
her own calf to thinking a bit along right 
lines. This story would fall flat were we 
able only to make a few insinuations. Not 
so in this case for here are figures that come 
from a reliable authority—Cow Testing As- 
sociation No. 1, Jackson county, Minnesota. 

The Lakefield Standard says: 

“What do you think about a cow that gives 
over a ton of milk in 30 days? That’s what 
John F. Murphy’s registered Holstein 
“Sissy” did in December. For her board 
and care during the month she gave 2,052 
pounds of milk that produced 73.9 pounds of 
butterfat. Figuring butterfat worth only 
50 cents a pound she would return $36.95 to 
her owner for one month’s work. 

“John Bauman gave John Murphy a close 
race for high cow in the association, a grade 
Aberdeen-Angus with a yield of only 1,308 
pounds produced 73.2 pounds of butterfat. 

“Third man from the top was Emil Tro- 
sin with a registered Holstein yielding 1,510 


pounds of milk which produced 69.5 pounds 
of butterfat. 

“Now take a look at the average for the 
association: Twenty-four herds were tested, 
comprising 256 cows; the average milk yield 
per cow was 625 pounds of milk and 22.76 
pounds of butterfat. Some reduction, what? 
Not so good. At the same time there were 
40 cows of the 256 which produced 40 pounds 
or more during the month; not so bad.. Elev- 
en herds of the 24, had an average butterfat 
production of 25 pounds or better. 

“The five highest producing herds, based 
on butterfat, were: H. W. Voehl, registered 
Holsteins, 1199 pouncs of milk, 37.63 butter- 
fat; E. G. Leighty, reg. Holsteins, 852 milk, 
32.54 bf; Alvin Glaser, reg. and grade Hol- 
steins, 871 milk, 30.00 bf; John E. Nau, reg. 
and grade Brown Swiss, 843 milk, 30.45 bf; 
J. A. Bauman, 804 milk, 29.99 bf. 

_“Number herds headed with pure bred 
sires, 24; number feeding legume hay, 23; 
number unprofitable cows sold, 5. 

“Above figures taken from report of Earl 
Anderson, official tester for Jackson County 
C. T. A., for December, 1925.” 

With a margin of 35 cents between these 
two high cows we are just wondering which 
really netted the best returns to her owner. 
Ernest L. Johnson also of Lakefield believes 
in the Aberdeen-Angus cow for the Minne- 
sota farmer and offers a bit of information 
from his herd that will tend to strengthen 
the above report. He says: 

“T am sending you a clipping that I cut 
out of the Lakefield Standard last week. I 
live in a dairy neighborhood and I am the 
only one around here that has pure bred Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle. I milk some of mine 
and I find them gentle. I had the milk from 
three young heifers tested and it tested 
from .04 to .055. The butter tester told me 
the highest test he had was from a Jersey 
cow that tested .06. My cows only had 
straw, wild hay and a little oats so I think 
they did pretty good for the feed they got. 
I have tried to interest my neighbors but 
they think the Aberdeen-Angus are wild and 
no good for milk. I have wanted to write 
something in reply to this article in the 
Standard but I don’t suppose they would 
believe me if I did tell the good points about 
the Aberdeen-Angus.” 

It scarcely seems that there is room for 
doubting the ability of the Aberdeen-Angus 
if those who doubt would but sit down and 
figure the percentages of butterfat attained 
in these various herds and then compare the 
results with the figures Mr. Johnson has 
given.

Beef breeding stocks in the west have undergone a marked g 
»reciation in value in the past 18 months. Their owners are bu hd 
pure bred bulls with significant eagerness. Bulls are scarce Price 
for them are rising. They will continue substantially to increase. 
It is inevitable that prices for pure bred she-stock of the beef breeds 
also progressively will stiffen in sympathy with the demand for 
animals of the other sex. A vast restocking and upbuilding move- 
ment in the beef cattle industry is under way. It is expandin 
geographically, and gaining momentum as it proceeds. ' 

_ It will take years to restore the country’s beef cattle popula- 
tion to the numbers required by a readjusted and better-balanced 
animal industry. The hog shortage can be practically entirely over- 
come in 1926. In a few years if the present rate of expansion js 
not checked, there is almost sure to be a slump in sheep and wool 
prices, for the bovine industry is experiencing what amounts to a 

boom.” The dairy cattle situation is fundamentally sound, and 

gradually is improving. There has been an encouraging upturn in 
the draft horse and mule trade. This industry is destined steadily 
to expand on a quality basis, with special references to certain 
classes of animals. 

The branch of stockraising in which future developments can 
hardly fail to be decidedly profitable to farmers and ranchmen iden- 
tified with it is that of pure bred and commercial beef cattle —The 
Breeders’ Gazette. 

The Journal’s conception of the cattle situation is now, and has 
been since the general liquidation program was inaugurated strictly 
in sympathy with the foregoing item taken from the Breeders’ Ga- 
ot an institution with broad and extended experience in cattle 
affairs.

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Motor Trucks Destroy 
Grain Market 


The Price Current Grain Reporter, a rec- 

nized authority on grain movements, has 
< courteously furnished us with Secretary 
weet Dinsmore of the Horse Association 
of ‘America, with data showing that our av- 
erage production of corn for the calendar 

ears 1915 to 1924 was 2,861,500,100 bush- 
“ per year, while the exports of corn dur- 
ing approximately the same period, to-wit 
the ten fiscal years ending June 30th, 1915 
to 1924 inclusive, amounted to 58,242,800 
bushels. The production of oats for the ten 
calendar years 1915 to 1924 inclusive amount 
to 1,374,790,900 bushels while the exports 
of oats for the fiscal years ending June 30th, 
years 1915 to 1924 inclusive, were 55,801,413 
bushels per year. j ; 

Horses and mules employed in non-agri- 
cultural work decreased from 3,453,160 head 
used in 1910 to 2,083,861 in use in 1920, or a 
decrease of 1,369,299. This displacement of 
horses and mules destroyed a market for 
farm products per annum to the extent of 
4,107,897 tons of hay and 254,889,614 bush- 
els of oats; or if corn had been substituted 
for one-third of the oats it means that we 
lost a market for 48,897,667 bushels of corn 
and 169,926,409 bushels of oats. It will be 
observed that the reduction of horses and 
mules in cities and non-agricultural work de- 
stroyed an annual market much greater than 
our annual exports.

Cattle Tuberculosis Rapidly Reduced by 
Area Plan. 

Carrying the campaign of eradicating ani- 
mal tuberculosis to areas where it is very 
strongly entrenched is one of the newer de- 
velopments in the Nation-wide program to 
rout the disease. A survey just completed 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, shows 
the aggressive action taken by many coun- 
ties. 

The eradication of tuberculosis under the 
“area” plan is now being conducted in 34 of 
the 98 counties having more than 15 per cent 
of tuberculosis infection among cattle, and 
in 54 of 165 counties containing cattle that 
are tuberculous to the extent of more than 7 
per cent but not more than 15 per cent. 
Thus, about one-third of the most badly in- 
fected counties have eradication work under 
way. Two of the counties, formerly very 
seriously affectd, have already reduced the 
infection to 0.5 per cent or less and are in 
the “modified accredited area” class. 

There are 241 counties in the country 
where tuberculosis among cattle exists to the 
extent of more than 3 per cent and up to 7 
per cent. Of these counties 93 are conduct- 
ing area work to eradicate the disease and 
8 of them already have qualified as modified 
accredited areas. The work is also going 
forward rapidly in the more lightly affected 
areas where sentiment strongly favors erad- 
lcating the disease before it becomes more 
serious. At the beginning of 1926 the list 
of modified accredited areas totalled 149 
counties, thus indicating excellent progress 
toward the conquest of the disease.

Dear Sir: 

In your recent letter you asked for infor- 
mation or particulars in regard to my herd 
of Aberdeen-Angus cattle and I am glad to 
give you the following: 

My farm of about 400 acres is situated on 
the Lincoln Highway, in Prospect, Waldo 
County, Maine, and up until two years ago 
its main stays were registered Guernsey 
milk cows and sheep, but after attending 
several fairs throughout the State and read- 
ing all available literature on Aberdeen- 
Angus stock, I became convinced that these 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle would work to my 
advantage and when the opportunity pre- 
sented, I purchased ten head of Aberdeen- 
Angus cows, all very good breeding, mostly 
Fourth Branch Blackbirds, Queen Mothers, 
and some Blackcaps. As a herd sire I pur- 
chased a grandson of International Cham- 
pion Idolmere. 

For some time I considered my herd as 
plain Aberdeen-Angus cows until I was fort- 
unate enough to become acquainted with 
Dr. K. J. Seulke of Jefferson Farms, Jeffer- 
son, Maine, and it was through his kind 
help, advice and cooperation that I have 
been able to increase my herd to its present 
number of thirty-one head, and to improve 
that herd to such an extent that last fall I 
exhibited at four Maine fairs, including the 
Central Maine Fair and the State Fair, win- 
ning eight first, fourteen second, ten third, 
and six fourth prizes on an exhibit of eight 
head. 

Enclosed are three pictures—one showing 
a yearling bull, Equatorian, bred by Jeffer- 
son Farms, sired by Warrior of Maxwalton, 
who has been Grand Champion of the East- 
ern States Fair—one showing Muskogee K 
5th Fourth Branch Blackbird, bred by L. R. 
Keishaw, Muskogee, Oklahoma, the other 
showing a group of three, including a two, 
three and four-year-old. As these are a fair 
sample of my herd, I think it shows that my 
thirty-one head of pure bred Aberdeen-An- 
gus animals are good enough for almost any 
herd. (The pictures submitted were very 
good specimens of “Kodakery” and showed 
conclusively that Mr. Glenk has some splen- 
did cattle at his far Northeast farm.) 

I would like to have it understood, how- 
ever, that I can by no means claim all the 
credit for what measure of success I have 
so far had with Aberdeen-Angus stock, for 
without the help and advice of Dr. Seulke 
I should, in all probability, still be plodding 
along with just an average Aberdeen-Angus 
herd, and I do feel that too much credit can- 
not be given Dr. Seulke for his broad minded 
interest and ever-ready assistance to Aber- 
ceen-Angus breeders. 

Also, I feel that the State of Maine may 
be considered fortunate indeed in having 
just such a man as Dr. Seulke, for judging 
by all present appearances, I feel convinced 
that as a result of his work, the near future 
will see a great many scrub milk cows re- 
placed by Aberdeen-Angus stock and that 
such a replacement will be a distinct ad- 
vantage not only to the individual, but to 
the entire State.

‘io doing all I could to get some one to 
buy the good herd of Mr. G. A. Bushong, 
Richland, Kansas, I went to “look ’em over 
and could not resist the temptation, and 
bought them—58 head—after persuading 
Mr. Bushong to keep three cows and calves 
and three heifers for seed, as I try not to be 
charged with the crime of putting anyone 
out of the Aberdeen-Angus business, These 
good cows and calves are being driven out 
to the ranch today. ; 

I find no demand for fancy priced cows 
and heifers, but a good demand for them at 
$10.00 to $20.00 above top market prices, to 
go out to raise commercial calves. If a cow 
is worth $50 to go to market, and I sell her 
at $€0, the banker and trader accuses me 
of robbing, and at the same time the breed- 
ers say I’m a detriment to the pure bred 
business on account of selling so low. 

Many a good cow has gone to the butcher 
the past few vears because the owner could 
not get what he ought to have, maybe $200 
or $300 for her. This same cow’s place is 
being filled with a $25.00 or $35.00 dinky. 
How much better for all concerned, if these 
cows had been sold to farmers and ranchers 
at $50 to $65, and the scrubs forced on the 
market. I fear that one trouble has been 
that the banker would rather carry the loan 
on scrubs at scrub prices than on good cows 
at good prices. 

Let’s look the situation square in the face 
—price our surplus where the cow men can 
afford to buy, then they will surely want 
good bulls also. 

I priced a fellow fifty cows yesterday at 
$75,00, and I’m afraid he will take me up, 
as he has an offer of $60.00 for his Hereford 
cows. He is tired of seeing us Aberdeen- 
Angus men outsell him $10.00 per head at 
weaning time. Guess it’s time to take him 
into our camp, but will I be able to replace 
the cows? 

I do not care to speculate, but seems it 
had to be done in several cases, to keep the 
cows from going to market. 

As long as I know where they are, I'll 
- my friends, then if they don’t buy them, 

will.

And Now How About the Cow Business? 


(Continued from page 3) 

1925 has been one of the best in thirty years 
—so everyone says. Every range I saw was 
covered with a fine growth of well-cured 
grass. I have never seen finer stands of 
old-time grama grass than that through 
which we rode in the foothills along the Ru- 
by Valley in southwestern Montana. It 
proved what I have always claimed—that, 
given a fair chance, with average rainfall, 
old Mother Nature will repair the damage 
to ranges in a very short time. 


But the calf crop everywhere has been 
awfully short. Taking it the whole West 
over, I believe it is safe to say that the aver- 
age calf crop for these last four or five years 
will not run above 35 or 40 per cent. Not 
only this, but in the same years, due to un- 
usually dry weather and hard winters, thous- 
ands of ancient old “Nellies” have passed in- 
to the Great Beyond; and their owners never 
had even a chance to take their hides off to 
help with the funeral expenses. It naturally 
follows that in the next few years heifer 
calves will be saved for replacements, while 
steers are bound to be extremely scarce. 

- Meantime there are ways and means by 
which owners can do much to overcome this 
shortage, and incidentally profit thereby. A 
lot of wide-awake cowmen in the West have 
learned in recent vears that breeding-past- 
ures are a mighty good investment. The 
cows are placed in them with plenty of first- 
class, active young bulls, watched for ser- 
vice, and then pushed out onto the range. I 
have seen records of from 85 to 95 per cent 
calf crops under this system, and the own- 
ers were well pleased with results. The For- 
est Service has a record of one outfit in 
southern Arizona, running some 1,200 head 
of cattle, whose average calf crop for the 
eight-year period ending with 1924 was 80 
per cent of its breding cows. That, remem- 
ber, covered five years of very dry seasons, 
with feed short and hard winter conditions. 
Moreover, calves born under such conditions 


are all very even-aged, and come into this 
world at the right time of the year to give 
both mother and offspring the best of the 
breaks with the weather man. These breed- 
ing-pastures are also available for calf- 
weaning each fall—another very desirable 
and profitable job on a cow ranch. 


From the very first two items in produe- 
tion have caused heavy leaks in the range 
business. These are small calf crops and 
losses among the cows—especially the young 
heifers with their first calves. You cannot 
have steers to sell in 1927 if the 1925 calf 
crop was short—it simply cannot be done. 
These breeding-pastures will do much to 
meet this lack of calves. Providing a little 
winter feed, and not allowing heifers to drop 
their first calf before they are full three’s, 
will help conisderably toward stopping the 
other leak. There are many national-forest 
permittees today, running cattle by thous- 
ands, who would unquestionably make far 
more money if they cut their herds in two 
and gave each cow almost individual atten- 
tion. But the old-timers still think in big 
numbers, regardless of profits. A 40 per 
cent calf crop means that 60 out of every 
100 breeding cows are boarding with the 
careless, unbusinesslike owner. He is out 
their board, lodging, taxes, labor, and inter- 
est on the investment in those sixty childless 
old pelicans who eat his grass and give him 
nothing in return. 

At the same time, if ever there was a time 
when range cowmen were justified in run- 
ning into debt, it is right now, provided they 
use the money or credit with which to buy 
bulls of the very best breeds. The last five 
year period has been very bad for producers 
of blooded bulls. The harrassed and haré- 
up range men have put off buying breeding 
stock until much of the calf shortage and 
light weights of yearling steers can be trac: 
ed unquestionably to the lack of sufficient 
bulls, plus the low grade of those that are 
on the ranges.

without bulls, any more than you can run 
a Ford car without gasoline. They are an 
indispensable part of the plant. If one can- 
not provide the bulls, why stay in the cow 
business ? 

Every year our forest supervisors get 
weights and prices received on many thous- 
ands of cattle shipped from the ranges. 
Here, for instance, are two illustrations from 
northern Arizona. Both ranges are practic- 
ally the same, as far as feed and water go; 
and last summer was an unusually good one 
down there for feed. Two owners from the 
same range shipped at the same time. They 
take the best of care of their cattle. Their 
yearling steers averaged 550 pounds at load- 
ing point, and showed blood and breeding 
from nose to tail. They brought $37.50 a 
head. Another owner, on an adjoining range 
of equal value, who economized on bulls, 
both as to grade and numbers, and let his 
stuff take care of itself most of the sum- 
mer, shipped at the same time. His year- 
lings averaged 420 pounds, lacked every-

thing in the way of form or fitness, were 
sold as scrubs, and brought scrub prices. 

Down in New Mexico, where they have 
had drought conditions for the last six 
years, the Magdalena Land and Cattle Com- 
pany went over into northern Arizona in 
the fall of 1924 and bought 1,392 fine “long 
yearlings”—thin, but of good breeding. They 
got them dirt-cheap—41%4 cents on foot, with 
an average weight of 524 pounds. In De- 
cember, 1925, they rounded up and shipped 
1,376 of these yearlings—a shortage of only 
sixteen head—which sold at 6 cents flat and 
averaged 725 pounds; a gross profit of 
$19.82 per head, or $27,723 on the whole in- 
vestment, in twelve months. 

As for lowering costs of producing cattle, 
I doubt if much can be accomplished, except 
along certain lines. High prices are here 
to stay in a lot of things. Labor is now go- 
ing up rather than down. Our standards of 
living are on a much higher plane than ever 
before in the history of the world. No one 
wants to go back to the old way. But I real- 
lv do believe that the big ranch profits of 
the early pioneer days were largely due to 
the primitive methods of living. I know we 
all made plenty of money in Arizona years 
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ago when yearling steers

So he decided to 
use up-to-date methods. He hired severa] 
huge motor trucks, and gave those ran 
heifers the thrill of their young lives, land. 
ing them directly into the alfalfa field of 
their new owner in about five hours from 
the time they were loaded at the range, mak. 
ing the trip at night, when it was cool and 
fairly pleasant. The shrinkage was exceed. 
ingly small, and, as he sold be weight, every 
pound thus saved meant an additional buff. 
lo nickel to the price he received. It cost 
him only $2 a head to handle them in this 
manner; but how many range men would 
have thought of such a method for deliver- 
ing range cattle? : 

To summarize: Cattle are going up now, 
and will keep on going up for some time, It 
will not be a boom for perhaps a year or 
two; but rest assured that the short calf 
crops of these last few years will eventually 
show up in a shortage of steers. Then look 
out for a real boom! But, even at that, the 
men who will make money in cows from 
now on will be those who watch the little 
leaks and practice economy, efficiency, and 
up-to-date methods.
